Cops looking for witnesses in latest homicide in Mississauga

Peel Regional Police are 
looking for two suspects in 
a white SUV after a fatal 
shooting in the area of The 
Collegeway and Ridgeway 
Drive early Saturday morn- 
ing. 

A woman and man, both 
described as black, were 
spotted heading eastbound 
on The Collegeway shortly 
after the shooting of a man 
in his 20s. 


Residents in a local apart- 
ment block woke up to the 
sound of police sirens as 
heavily armed tactical offi- 
cers and K-9 units respond- 
ed to reports of gunfire. 


“The call came in around 
7:50, said Const. Bancroft 
Wright. “We received a re- 
port of shots fired and offi- 
cers arrived and saw a male 
in distress. The ambulance

arrived and he was later 
pronounced dead.” 


The victim was later iden- 
tified as 29-year-old Franc 
Gabriel Paisley, of Missis- 
sauga. 

Afterwards, some _resi- 
dents who live in the nearby 
apartment complex gath- 
ered outside. 

“Hearing all the sirens 
and stuff. Someone is mur- 
dered, that’s all we know,” 
said a man who lives in the 
apartment building where 
much of the police investi- 
gation was focused. 

“T know it’s on the sixth 
floor. Something to do 
with the sixth floor and the 
shooting. I’m on the 11th 
floor,” said the resident, 
who declined to give his 
name. 

“Considering this hasn’t 
happened in a long time, 
it’s a quiet neighbourhood. 


We came out to the excite- 
ment.” 


He said most of those who 
live in the building are fine 
but adds some non-resi- 
dents may not be. 

“It’s just some of the peo- 
ple that come visit. I don’t 
know if they’re from there 
or what.” 

Ahmed, a resident who 
lives in a nearby building, 
said he didn’t notice any- 


thing out of the ordinary 
until he looked outside his 
window. 

“T never really heard. I just 
looked outside my window 
and saw a bunch of cop 
cars.” 


Police have yet to release 
suspect information, but 


are asking members of the 
public to contact them if 
they know anything that 
may help their investiga- 
tion.

Gas prices set to spike due to Hurricane Harvey over next week

With gas prices on the rise 
across Peel Region, Port 
Credit resident Tracy Wil- 
liams filled up her SUV 
Wednesday ahead of any 
further increases. 


“Of course” theyre blam- 
ing Hurricane Harvey, she 
said, but doesn’t believe it. 
“Not at all, one’s got noth- 
ing to do with the other. 
Any excuse,” she said. 


Hurricane Harvey, which 
has ravaged southeast Tex- 
as and Louisiana, is be- 
ing blamed for disrupting 
America’s largest refining 
hub and driving up gasoline 
prices across Canada. 


Analysts are predicting 
prices will hit $1.25 a litre 
by next week if refinery dis- 
ruptions in Texas are not 
dealt with soon. 


On Wednesday, an Esso 
station in Port Credit was 
charging $115.9 a litre. 


Dan McTeague, the Se- 
nior Petroleum Analyst for 
Gas Buddy, says that price 
will look good compared to 
what motorists will pay in 
the days ahead. 


He’s forecasting an in- 
crease to $118.9, followed 
by another one to $122.9 a 
litre just ahead of the La- 
bour Day Weekend. 


“Right now, you have an 
historic number of refiner- 
ies in the United States that 
have closed down. We’ve 
never had a situation where 
over 30% of refineries are 
off line. That’s likely to lead 
to higher prices,” he ex- 
plained. 


The question of where pric- 
es are headed next week is 
anyone’s guess, “until we 
know how severely, the 
storm has damaged those 
refineries; a storm, by the 
way, that is still going.” 


Even if the hurricane dam- 
age to refineries isn’t dev- 
astating, McTeague is pre- 
dicting short term increases 
in prices at the pumps in 
Brampton, Mississauga 
and Caledon lasting several 
weeks. 


“The increases seen since 
last week would be on par 
with those back in Sept. 
2008, when we saw one 
increase of 12 cents. Right 
now, it looks like we’re go- 
ing to exceed that and it’s 
likely to go up another 10 
cents.” 


Prices have gone up about 
5 cents since the middle of 
last week. 


The impact of this latest 
hurricane on fuel prices is 
expected to be more serious 
than in 2008.

bring prices down to $1.08 
to a $1.10 a litre in Peel Re- 
gion, but it won’t last long. 


“This is not going to end 
here,” he said. “There’s 
been far more refineries 
shut off line. Demand is 
going to be higher with the 
long weekend coming up. 
You're probably looking at 
ongoing flooding and until 
the waters recede, there’s 
no way to get those refin- 
eries back online, much as 
they’re going to try.” 

There may be some tempo- 
rary relief, thanks to what 
McTeague calls “retail she- 
nanigans”. 


“Gas bars tend to shave 


their retail margins, things 
that cover the cost of cred- 
it card charges and for the 
cost of electricity used to 
turn on their pumps. The 
overhead it takes to run a 
gas station isn’t free.” 


“Quite often what they do 
is, they're buying gasoline 
for about $1.05. They’re 
going to try and get closer 
to that number to get more 
volume, get their discounts 
and maybe get a few more 
people buying products 
within their stores.” 


Those “shenanigans” could 


Motorists who miss out on 
any short-term decrease 
could be paying $1.25 by 
the middle of next week. 


If shortages take place as 
a result of a prolonged dis- 
ruption, there could plenty 
more pain at the pumps 
before prices get back to 
something resembling what 
they were before Hurricane 
Harvey hit Texas.

The culture wars and iden- 
tity politics are not just the 
product of the new populism 
sparked by the election of Don- 
ald Trump to the White House 
and the nasty rhetoric and 
race-baiting that helped get 
him there. 


It’s bigger than that. 


Identity politics have intensi- 


fied as the economy weakens, 
millions of jobs disappear and 
people feel more vulnerable 
about their future amid rapid 
changes to society from tech- 


nology and widespread immi- 
gration. 


Remember 
The most infamous period of 
the culture wars and ethnic 
nationalism was during the 
fascist 1930s, when the devas- 
tating impact of the Great De- 


your history. 


pression lingered for years and 
produced the deadliest war in 
history. 

The violent clashes between 
white supremacists and left- 
wing anarchists at Charlottes- 
ville, Va. that caused so much 


media frenzy a few weeks ago 
is nothing compared with the 
daily and deadly clashes be- 
tween right and left in Berlin, 
Munich and Paris for much of 
the early ’30s. 


Society has always been di- 
vided - between left and right, 
black, white and brown, rich 
and poor, young and old, gay, 
straight and transgender. 

These days, those divisions 
seem more acute because of 
the Internet, social media and 
the so-called grievance cul- 
ture that now dominates social 
thinking. 

For many, blaming others for 
their misfortunes helps them 
cope. But if done at a broader 


level, accusing others just de- 
lays any progress or practical 
solutions to society’s problems. 


Former Atlanta mayor An- 
drew Young, a longtime civil 
rights leader, has opposed the 
fight over Confederate statues, 
in part because it creates more 
barriers between people. 


“T think it’s too costly to re- 
fight the Civil War,” he opined. 
“We have paid too great a price 
in trying to bring people to- 
gether.” 

As Young well knows from 
his struggles in the civil rights 
movement, the world has al- 
ways been tribal. 


No matter what Utopia you 
want to live in, it will always 


remain so. 


That said, there is hope. As 
Trump has noted, a growing 
and prosperous economy will 
go a long way to solve the di- 
visions in society that seem to 
closely mirror the poverty lev- 
el. 


More jobs can create more 
social cohesion. But so can a 
deeper examination of histo- 
ry by all citizens to better un- 
derstand the grievances felt 
by many groups around the 
world. 


History has many sides and 
often opposing truths but it 
can’t be changed, only inter- 
preted. 


Learning what really hap- 
pened in the past and gaining 
insights that can help us today 
is all we should expect. 

Using history as a political 
tool or redefining it to advance 
a particular agenda - either of 
the right or left - is wrong. 

Churchill and Macdonald 


would have agreed with that 
and so should the rest of us.

OPSEU strikes new deal with local workers 


The government agency 
that runs group homes 
and other services for the 
developmentally —chal- 
lenged in Peel Region 
and other parts of the 
western GTA has agreed 
to a new contract with its 
local workers. 


A week before the 340 
workers could have gone 
on strike, the Ontario 
Public Service Employ- 
ees Union and Central 
West Specialized Devel- 
opmental Services have 
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struck a deal. 

The members of OPSEU 
Local 249 had _ been 
working without a con- 
tract since March 2016. 


Wages were the key issue 
in the dispute. 
“Our members were 


genuinely insulted when 
management came to 
the table offering a dime 
more an hour,” said Lo- 
cal 249 vice-president 
Terry Kirkelos, who is 
also a member of the 
union bargaining team. 


“To see that increased 
to 70 cents is a real vic- 
tory.” 

The union represents 
340 workers at the Cen- 
tral West Specialized 
Development Services 
agency at group homes 
in Mississauga, Oakville, 
Burlington, Halton Hills 
and Georgetown. 


The 340 workers pro- 
vide residential services 
in group homes across 
and treatment services, 
including counselling, 


speech-lan- 
guage pathology, be- 
haviour therapy, and 
psychology services. 
Besides the wage hike, 
the OPSEU workers 
also saw their benefits 
improved , including a 
three-cent increase in 
their travel allowance, 
from 39 cents a kilome- 
tre to 42 cents. 

A ratification vote is 
slated for Thursday, Au- 
gust 31. The union bar- 
gaining team has unan- 


nursing, 


imously recommended 
that members accept the 
deal. 


“Solidarity was central 
to Local 249’s ability to 
reach a tentative agree- 
ment,” said OPSEU pres- 
ident Warren (Smokey) 
Thomas. 


“The members’ were 
united behind their bar- 
gaining team, and man- 
agement got the message 
loud and clear. That’s 
why an agreement was 
reached before the Sept. 


6 strike deadline.” 


OPSEU is the prov- 
ince’s biggest public sec- 
tor union, with 130,000 
members who work for 
the Ontario government, 
inside community col- 
leges, for the LCBO, in 
the health care sector 
community agencies in- 
side the broader public 
service.

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Box office Blues Biting into Bottom 


Line: Restaurant Association

This year’s dismal summer 
movie box-office draws may 
be hurting Peel Region’s 
restaurant sector, according 
to an industry association. 


“Absolutely,” said Tony 
Elenis of the Ontario 
Restaurant Hotel & Motel 
Association, which has its 
office in Mississauga. 


“Just from our research 
in the past, we know that 
about 50 per cent of theater 
patrons visit a restaurant 
prior to or after attending a 
theater.” 


The restaurant industry is 
still crunching the numbers 
on this summer’s receipts, 
but movie box office num- 
bers are in — and they are 
terrible. 


Canadian and U.S receipts 
from the final weekend in 
August were the lowest in 
16 years. The month’s to- 


tal box office numbers are

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down 35% from last year. 


“T read a lot about the driv- 

ers to our industry, and I 
see theater traffic is down. 
If there’s less people going 
to a theater, it absolutely 
will have an impact to that 
restaurant,” Elenis said. 


Spring proved to be a grim 
foreshadowing of what was 
to come in the summer for 
the movie industry. 


Cineplex, Canada’s larg- 
est movie chain, reported 
400,000 fewer customers 
in the April to June quar- 
ter. If prevailing industry 
trends prove correct, it 
would suggest that 200,000 
fewer Canadian moviegoers 
would’ve dined at a nearby 
eatery in the three months 
leading to summer. 


In the movie industry’s 
post-mortem of the sum- 
mer season, much of the 
early blame appears direct- 
ed at Hollywood’s reliance 
on franchises, sequels and 
reboots. 


As a life-long moviegoer, 
Elenis says there is a grow- 
ing sense of ‘franchise fa- 
tigue’ among those looking 
for something fresh and ex- 
citing at the cinema. 


“All I hear is that there’s a 
lot of remakes, and nothing 
about big blockbusters that 
would draw people in.” 


The producers of Holly-

wood flops have some hope 
of recouping their losses 
in international markets, 
but that does little to help 
restaurants in Peel Region. 


There are also anecdotal 
reports that poor summer 
weather is having a nega- 
tive effect on some eateries. 
“Those who have patios are 
hurting big time because of 
the weather,” Elenis said. 


The news isn't all bad. 
The cheap Canadian dollar 
is giving tourism a boost, 
which may go a long way to- 
ward offsetting the less than 
stellar movie-going traffic. 


Up until June, the restau- 
rant industry was up 10% 
from last year. 


Whether those numbers 
will hold up in the face of 
poor weather and bad mov- 
ie ticket sales numbers re- 
mains to be seen. 


“There’s many factors 
probably driving any down- 
turn to the industry,” says 
Elenis. “There’s an absence 
of any tangible data. It does 
get complex when you're 
asking ‘what happened to 
my business’ this year ver- 
sus last year,” he said. 


The restaurant industry’s 
total receipts will tell the 
real story and they won't be 
available for another month 
or two.

Mutual fund broker accused of conducting illegal trades 


A Mississauga mutual 
fund dealer fired by one 
of Canada’s big banks two 
years ago is accused of forg- 
ing client signatures to ille- 
gally execute trades. 


Arameet Kaur Bhullar will 
face a disciplinary hearing 
this fall by the Mutual Fund 
Dealers Association of Can- 
ada, the industry regulatory 
group. 

Bhullar, who worked in the 
fund industry from 2012 to 
2015, is accused of falsify- 
ing seven client signatures 
on five accounts to process 
transactions. The events oc- 
curred between September 
and October, 2015. 


He was fired by Scotia 
Securities Inc. in Novem- 


ber 2015 and is no longer 
working in the investment 
industry. 

Bhullar’s first disciplinary 
hearing on the matter is 
slated for Oct. 28. 


The hearing panel has 
the power to reprimand 
Bhullar, fine him up to $5 
million for each offense, 
suspend or revoke his fund 
licence to work in the in- 


dustry. 


The association is the 
self-regulatory group for 
Canadian mutual fund 
dealers, regulating the op- 
erations, standards of prac- 
tice and business conduct 
of its members and 83,000 
fund salespersons with a 
mandate to protect inves- 
tors. 
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Mississauga medical device company 
posts higher sales but wider loss 


MedX Health Corp., a 
Mississauga medical device 
maker focused on skin cancer 
screening, reported higher 
revenues but a wider loss 
in its latest quarter as the 
company grows its business. 


The small company, based 
on Bonhill Rd. southwest 
of Pearson Airport, saw its 
revenue rise 13 per cent 
to $236,892 for the three 
months ended June 30, 
compared with revenue 
of $209,496 for the three 
months last year. 


MedX said sales from the 
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company’s therapeutic laser 
products remain strong, 
while revenue from _ its 
SIAscopy imaging devices 
showed improvement over 
the first quarter this year. 


On its bottom line, MedX 
widened its quarterly loss 
to $403,631 from red ink of 
$310,869 for the 2016 three- 
month period. 


“The quarter over quarter 
revenue growth in SIAscopy 
products that we have seen 
over the last several quarters 
is very encouraging, and 
a number of _ initiatives 


including our product 
development activities, 
should result in increased 
revenues going forward,” said 
Rob von der Porten, MedX’s 


CEO. 


MedxX’s SIAscopy 
technology helps the 
company build hand-held 
devices that use light to view 
up to two millimetres beneath 
suspicious moles and lesions 
to help detect skin cancer. 


The devices are sold to 
physicians and clinics and 
used in pharmacies and 
remote clinics from where 
the images are sent to 
dermatologists who carry out 
a diagnosis. 

Earlier this year, the 
company finalized a private 
financing of nearly $247,000 
and struck marketing and 
partnership deals to grow its 
business.

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Brampton-based Flood crews head for Texas ‘catastrophe’ 


by Marco Patrone 


Brampton-based flood crews 

are headed for Texas to pro- 
vide disaster relief for dev- 
astated victims of Hurricane 
Harvey. 


“We are sending crews down 

to work in Texas,” said Mike 
Porco, owner of Brampton 
Restoration. “You'll see a lot 
of devastation.” 


Porco will be heading a 
five-person team heading to 
the disaster zone and is ex- 
pecting his company’s efforts 
in southeast Texas will last 
14 days. He expects to find 
“streets lined with garbage.” 


“The most we can do is we 
haul everything out to the 
road — get it out of the house 
so it doesn’t get moldy, just 
put it out on the road. The 
cities usually arrange for spe- 
cial garbage pickups. They 
come in with an arm that 


picks up all the garbage on 
the streets.” 


Along with providing labour, 
Porco will be sending equip- 
ment to help in the salvage 
efforts. 


That includes 30 dehumid- 
ifiers and 160 fans, “a signif- 
icant amount of equipment 
because you can’t even rent 
it down there, because it’s 
going to be sold out pretty 
quick,” Porco said. 


It’s not the first time his 
company has volunteered to 
work in flood-ravaged disas- 
ter zones. 


It has provided volunteer 
relief to residents in South 
Carolina, Florida, Louisiana 
and Haiti. 


“That’s our standard pro- 
cess that we do when we hear 
about stuff like that. We have 
the equipment sitting here 
and we're not doing anything 
with it. We might as well let 
them use it,” he said. 


Porco’s companies, which 
include 911 Restoration, 
pump out excess water, dry 
out waterlogged articles and 
remove debris. 


In most of the areas he’s done 
relief work in, the homes are 
laid out differently than what 
is normally seen in Canada. 


“Most of them don’t have 
basements so they’re not like 
us so they don’t have a bunch 
of stuff packed into their 
basements. They don’t have 
recreation rooms and stuff. 
They’re just main floor hous- 
es so basically everything on 
their main floor, their kitch- 
ens their bedrooms are all 
trashed.” 


The volunteer efforts are 
critical to many in the flood 
zone who won't get the help 
they need from their insur- 
ance company. 


“A lot of people have in- 
surance, but the insurance 
doesn’t pay because it’s a 


Industrial accident leaves one man dead in 


Mississauga; Ministry of Labour investigating

The Ministry of Labour has 
been called in to investigate 
after a worker at a Missis- 
sauga company died Sat- 
urday due to an industrial 
accident. 

Peel Police report that the 
cops were called in around 
10 a.m. on Saturday, Aug. 
26 to Honeywell Aerospace, 
located at Unity and Colo- 
nial Drive. 

The man was reportedly 
employed with a different 
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company, Fencor Hydro 
Excavation, but was work- 
ing at Honeywell as a sub- 
contractor at the time of the 
accident. 

Fencor Hydro Excavation 
is an excavation company 
that uses pressurized water 
and high powered vaccuum 
units, while Honeywell is a 
technology and manufac- 
turing company. 

Two men were working on 
a drain when one of them 
was struck in the upper 
body by a _ high-pressure 
water hose. Peel Paramed- 


ics pronounced the man 
dead at the scene. 

Police report that the vic- 
tim was 50-years-old. 

Ministry investigators were 
dispatched to the scene af- 
terwards, and have issued 
requests to Fencor to stay 
clear of the scene and for 
Honeywell to release video 
surveillance footage of the 
incident. 

In a statement released late 
Monday, a Ministry spokes- 
woman said that the inves- 
tigation is ongoing.

flood and their policy exclud- 
ed flood. Houston hasn’t been 
hit in a long time. They’re not 
used to it. Places like Florida 
are used to it, so they car- 
ry the coverage. Places like 
Houston are not used to it be- 
cause it’s so far inland.” 


Porco is expecting to be in 
Texas by Sunday, Sept. 3. 
Two two-person crews in dif- 
ferent vehicles will meet him 


there for two weeks of relief 
work. 


After 14 days, the salvage 
effort turns to mold-removal 
and there are state licensing 
restrictions as to who can do 
that type of work in Texas. 


“As happened before in Lou- 
isiana, you'll see a lot of dev- 
astation. People have been 
wiped right out, so they’re 


starting from scratch, ”Porco 
said. 


Other Canadian companies 
offering to help include Mon- 
treal-based Resolute Forest 
Products, which has commit- 
ted to sending a rail car full of 
lumber to Houston to help in 
the rebuilding efforts.

But for brothers Michael 
and Ryan McLeod, play- 
ing together in the Ontario 
Hockey League is a com- 
pletely different experience. 


“IT remember one game 
playing up with him with 
the Marlies against the Jr. 
Canadiens in the finals. He 
scored a hat trick and I had 
two assists,“ recalls Ryan 
“Playing with him [now], it’s 
really special.

The Mississauga-born Mc-

chael was drafted fifth over- 
all by the Steelheads. 


A year later, younger broth- 
er Ryan was drafted in the 
first round, third overall by 
the Flint Firebirds in the 
2015 OHL Priority Selec- 
tion, before being traded to 
the Steelheads to join older 
brother, Michael. 


Last season, the Steelheads 
saw what the two could do 
together on the same line, 
as they helped the team cap- 
ture their first Bobby Orr 
Trophy as Eastern Confer- 
ence Champions. 


“It was a huge season for 
the team and organization. 
It shows the kind of team 


we had and the character we 
had on our team,” said Mi- 
chael, a first-round pick of 
the New Jersey Devils in the 
2016 NHL Draft.

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Masters runner Dermot Holwell sets the gold standard

Most people who run for fit- 
ness have probably heard of 
the Boston Marathon. 


If runners are fast enough 
and dedicated to the sport, 
they may even qualify for this 
prestigious race and com- 
plete it. 


Sixty-two-year-old 
mild-mannered accountant 
and local trucking executive, 
Dermot Holwell is that kind 
of runner and has completed 
this — the grand daddy of all 
marathons— a total of 27 con- 
secutive times. 


Originally a rower from St. 
John’s N.L. Holwell got into 
running in 1978 and, you 
guessed it, to keep in shape 
for rowing. His rowing coach 
suggested he run a few miles 
around the rowing lake to 
build his stamina for compe- 
titions. 


Lady Luck has always smiled 
favourably on Holwell be- 
cause it was around this time 
that his neighbour Gord Tar- 
rant, a legally blind runner, 
knocked on his door asking 
if he would run with him as 
a guide. Holwell agreed. The 
first run was seven miles and 
he was hooked for good. 


That was 1978. Holwell did 
his first marathon in 1981 
in St. John’s. With that first 
marathon, he found the thing 
that would keep his body and

ning never left him. 


soul youthful and happy for 
years to come. Buoyed with 
confidence, he piled up over 
1,000 miles of trailing in the 
tough weather conditions of 
the Rock. 


He entered the 1981 Ottawa 
Marathon and the race day 
was a scorcher. 


Coming from a cold wet 
place, he wasn’t used to the 
heat. It was a true trial by fire, 
but Holwell survived. It made 
him stronger and gave him 
the confidence to keep going. 


Moving to Toronto in 1985 
to pursue his accounting ca- 
reer, he spent several years 
with one of the big account- 
ing firms before joining the 
trucking industry. 


He got married and started 
a family, but the love of run- 


In 1991, he qualified and en- 
tered his first Boston Mara- 
thon. An experience he would 
never forget and one that has 
become the focus of his train- 
ing and his life. 


Being an accountant, Hol- 
well knows his way around 
a spreadsheet and is metic- 
ulous in keeping a log of his 
running miles. He has logged 
every single mile and every 
single workout he has ever 
done. 


He once logged 2,408 miles 
in one year and logged over 
25,000 miles in the 10 years 
between 1994 and 2003. 


In all, Holwell has complet- 
ed 72 marathons with a per- 
sonal best time of two hours 
and 47 minutes. 


This amazing total includes 
26 marathons with a time 
under three hours, certainly a 
testament to his consistency. 


He credits much of his suc- 
cess to an opportunity to 
train with the late Gord Dix- 
on, an Olympic marathoner 
and noted running coach 
from Burlington. 


“Gord got me into track 
work ... and he made me re- 
alize that I needed to spend 
time working on my upper 
body strength.” 


“The track work made me 
faster and tougher and the 
strength training allowed me 
to maintain good posture 
during the later stages of the 
race,” adds Holwell. 


Like most athletes, Holwell 
had to overcome adversity in 
order to keep doing the sport 
he loves. In 2008, he was di- 
agnosed with prostate cancer 
and was ordered to have im- 
mediate surgery. 


With surgery scheduled for 

Jan. 28, 2008, the prospect 
of entering the Boston Mar- 
athon that year looked bleak; 
however, he came through 
with flying colours, and the 
doctor gave him the green 
light in March. 


Holwell booked his flight 
to Boston to keep the streak 
alive. In the seven years that 
followed his surgery, he re- 
corded some of the best times 


ever: A strange unexplainable 
phenomena that baffles even 
his doctor. 


Somehow prostate surgery 
made him go faster, certainly 
a tribute to modern medicine. 


Holwell certainly is not 
without humour. When asked 
what keeps him going, he 
quipped, “Beer. Plenty of Co- 
ors Light after runs seems to 
be the ticket,” as he smiled 
and gave me a wink. 


So how about diet, Holwell? 


“Don't get me started,” he 
responded. “Honestly, I am 
not a poster boy for a pristine 
diet. I can say with complete 
truthfulness that I don’t eat 
vegetables!” 


“I have been lucky over the 
years,” he said. “I have nev- 
er had much in the way of 
injuries that typically plague 
runners and I am thankful for 
that.” 


In all, Holwell has been run- 
ning for 39 years and has no 
plans to hang the running 
shoes up. 


He can be seen training out 
of Lifetime Fitness in Missis- 
sauga on Tuesdays and Sat- 
urdays, and he has plans to 
enter the Dublin Marathon 
this fall. 


Hats off to Dermot Holwell 
for being able to juggle a ca- 
reer, family and a passion for 
running.

Mentors make a difference for student success 


Since 1967, Big Broth- 
ers Big Sisters of Peel has 
provided mentoring and 
supportive relationships 
for youth aged six to 17 to 
help inspire and empow- 
er them to reach their full 
potential. 


Serving as role models, 
mentors teach by example 
the importance of giving 
and giving back, of staying 
in school and of having re- 
spect for family, peers and 
community. 


There are currently 12 
different mentoring pro- 
grams for youth to partici- 
pate in that vary from one 
to one mentoring friend- 
ships to group mentor- 
ing as well as community 
based and school based 
settings. 


Having a positive role 
model can encourage a 
child to take on things 
they would have never 
thought possible or to 
learn a new skill. 


If children are nervous 
about back to school, 
changing grades, home- 
work, new teachers, and/ 


or peer pressure, men- 
tors can act as a source 
of comfort and advice in 
these situations and help 
to ease their stress. There 
are many benefits seen in 
the youth involved in Big 
Brothers Big Sisters men- 
toring programs includ- 
ing: increased confidence 
and self-esteem, improved 
relationships with family 
and peers, improved so- 
cial skills, a more positive 
attitude towards school 
and youth who have men- 
tors are also less likely to 
use drugs or alcohol. 


School based programs 
that are offered by Big

Eat Smart, Play 
Smart, Live Smart which 
is a school-based program 
for boys ages 11 to 14. This 
program provides young 
men with the informa- 
tion and support to make 
informed choices about 
healthy living through 
physical activities, healthy 
eating and facilitated dis- 
cussion. Male mentors 
lead these interactive ses- 
sions at school, during 
school hours over the 
course of seven weeks. 


Volunteers are always 
in need and time com- 
mitments vary anywhere 


from two hours a month 
in the Big Bunch program, 
to one hour a week in 
the In-School Mentoring 
program or three to four 
hours every week in the 
Big Brothers Big Sisters 
Mentoring Program.

Overcoming back-to-school anxiety 


As students head into an- 
other school year, parents 
and guardians may begin 
to notice signs that their 
children are experiencing 
anxious type behaviour 
about heading back to the 
classroom. 

With more than 155,000 
students returning to Peel 
District School Board 
schools on Sept. 5, the 
board is offering tips on 
how to help children cope 
with beginning-of-the- 
year anxiety. 

“The transition back to 
class as summer ends can 
be an exciting time, but it 
can also be a stressful time 
for some families,” says 
Jim Van Buskirk, chief 
social worker for the Peel 
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board. 

“Feelings of anxiousness 
about school can be very 
real—children may experi- 
ence separation anxiety, be 
afraid of riding the bus or 
may experience nervous- 
ness about the courses 
they’re taking.” 

“Acknowledging fears 
and offering support helps 
students navigate the 
back-to-school transition. 
Like school staff, families 
can make the transition 
less daunting by preparing 
their children both emo- 
tionally and physically for 
a great start to the new 
school year.” 

Consider the following 
tips to help with the tran- 
sition: 


1. Ease back into a routine 


Before school starts, pre- 
pare children for the up- 
coming transition by get- 
ting back to regular school 
routines. 

Establish _ earlier 
times, plan mornings in 
advance and discuss af- 
ter-school activities. 

Parents/guardians 
also want to discuss what 
will happen the next day 
with their child before they 
head to bed so that they’re 
prepared for a new day. 


2. Become familiar with 
the school 


reduce anxiety in children 
and parents. Try to give 
children as much exposure 
to their school as possible. 
Visit the school web- 
site. Walk or drive to the 
school, so that children 
get used to the commute. 


bed _Rehearse the drop-off, and 


spend time on the play- 
ground. Go through teens’ 
timetables together or re- 


may view Peel’s parent guide to 


high school. 


3. Share positive, person- 
al school experiences 


Parents/guardians 
should share their own 
school _experiences—the 
activities they enjoyed, 


Being informed can help what they learned and how 


that impacted their lives. 
Children enjoy hearing 
stories from their parents’ 
childhoods because _ it 
helps normalize the ner- 
vousness they may be feel- 
ing and offers reassurance. 


4. Connect your child 
with friends 


A familiar face can make 
all the difference when 
heading back to school. 
Refresh last year’s rela- 
tionships before school 
starts by scheduling a play 
date or a school carpool. 

Visits to the playground 
with neighbours and 
friends can help children 
feel more comfortable 
when they reconnect with 


their peers at school. 
5. Parents are not alone 


If a child’s anxious be- 
haviour persists, speak 
with their teacher(s), prin- 
cipal or vice-principal, or a 
family doctor. 

Parents and guardians 
can also review tip sheets 
on the board’s website and 
get involved in their child’s 
education in a variety of 
ways that support success.
